grain say that it represents all the 
experience of the past, and that it 
cannot be improved. 


Suppose we do a little clear think- 


ing on this subject. Why is the price 
of grain fixed by barter on the board 
of trade? If the plan is a good one 
why not have boards of trade for 
shoes and farm machinery? 


HISTORY OF BOARD. 


The earliest method of doing busi- 


ness was for buyer and seller to 
meet and make a trade. Later the 
shrewd seller learned that he could 
do better if he could get two or 
three buyers together instead of one. 
Then more sellers came, and finally a 
board of trade was built up, where 
many small producers could come and 
offer their goods for sale to the 
highest-bidder. But at the present 
time the buyers are far fewer than 
the sellers, They can get together 
easier and see to It that there is less 
:ompetitlon in buying than in sell- 
ing. 
As a result a board of trade 


market is one largely controlled by 
the buyers, and the prices are usually 
to their advantage. 


A central open market, such as Is 


provided by a board of trade, is 
necessary for the disposal of goods 
sold by a great number of small pro- 
ducers. It Is not necessary for a 
manufacturer, who produces in large 
quantities, and is able to seek out 
his own markets and deal more or 
less directly with the consumer. That 
is why the steel companies and the 
implement manufacturers do not feel 
the need of a board of trade or an 
open market. They have a method 
of selling their products that 
Is a 


great deal better, because it elimin- 
ates unnecessary costs and fluctuat- 
ing prices. 


WHY NOT SHOES. 


If the shoe supply of the nation 


was produced by thousands of indi- 
vidual shoemakers, a shoe board of 
trade would be necessary to give 
them a market for their product. But 
a score of big shoe companies feel no 
such need, for they can establish and 
control their own marketing machin- 
ery. 


Agriculture is planning to get out 


of the shoemaker stage, as far as 
marketing goes. It is goini to mar- 
ket its products through one or more 
big organizations. 
When 
that 
is 


done the board of trade will no long- 
er be necessary. These organization 
will establish their own marketing 
machinery, just as the shoe manu- 
facturers have done. 
They will take 


gambling and 
violent 
fluctuations 


out of the grain market. 
They wil 


make the farmer as much of a busi- 
ness man as the shoe manufacturer 


PREPARATION FOR WHEAT 


Written for The Decatur Review By Frank Ziegler, Assistant Farm 


Adviser. 


The »uccess of the wheat crop in 


Maoon County this year will no doubt 


ncourage many farmers to put out a 
wheat acreage for 1921. 


Early and deep plowing are sorrs 


of tr-o essential factors in getting 
a successful wheat crop. All stub- 


and other trash should be well 


turned under, and if wheat >s to fol- 
ow a wheat crop, a complete cover- 
ng of the stubble will in a great 
measure check the activities of the 
Hessian fly. 


Wheat demands a firm, compact 


seed bed, and after the grouni has 
been plowed it should be thoroughly 
worked down. This not only improv- 
es the condition of the soil but helps 
to retain the moisture which ii often 
leeded in the fall to germirate the 
wheat. 


All volunteer wheat which comtis 


up early should be killed hy culti- 
vation so it will not offer a harbor 
and breeding place for tho fall orood 
of fly. The sowing: of wheat should 
be deferred until after the first of 
October. This will prevent the rav- 
ages of the fly, and as a general 
rule during the last two years late 
sown 
wheat 
has proved to be the 


best. 


Some farmers are inclined not to 


sow wheat this year because of the 
presence of the chinch bugs and they 
Jeel that a wheat crop only invites 
an attack of -the bugs again next 
year. W. P. Flint, state entomolo- 
gist, states that from his experience 
the stopping of wheat growing will 
prevent chinch bugs from breeding 
in that locality. When the bugs leave 
their winter quarters! they fly to 
fields of small gram and deposit their 
eggs. They generally attack wheat 
and rye because those crops are the 
largest, but if these crops are not 
present they settle In oats and grass- 
es. Crab grass and 
Foxtail 
offer 


them a very good harbor and unless 


all grass crops ana pastures be elim- 
inated the chinch bug menace will 
still be present. If the weather con- 
ditions are right we very likely will 
have some chinch bugs whether we 
sow wheat or not. As the bugs do 
not damage wheat as much as oats 
it seems to me that it would be ad- 
visable to cut down the acreage in 
preference to wheat. It might be well 
to 
out 
_ down 
the 
acreage 
of 


aii small grains but we can not elim- 
inate them entirely. 


The seed wheat should be secured 


now for this fall seeding. 


Ths grain was of excellent qual- 


ity this year and no doubt good seed 
will be easily obtained. However, to 
get the best results and to get a 
uniform quality It would be advisable 
to get pure bred seed if possible. 


Several fields of wheat in the state 


have been certified as to their purity 
by the College of.Agriculture and the 
sowing of these grains ts recommend- 
ed. In any case all seed wheat should 
be recleaned to remove the 
chaff, 


weed seed, and cracked kernels, and 
make a, uniform seeding of the field.

flourishing.

sweet potatoes generally good. Fruit 
improved.
